After a tremendous start this fall, the Sacramento 
State golf team will try to pick up where they left off 
as they look forward to the spring season 

Head coach Rene Mondine, in his ninth season at 
the helm of the Hornets, is excited about the poten- 
tial that this year’s team holds 

“Last year, we played inconsistently,” said 
Mondine. “We were not pleased nor disappointed 
with our performance. We just did not play up to our 
standards.” 

“This year, we will have a rotating lineup with six 
very good players that can all contribute,” Mondine 
said. “They are clearly the most talented team | 
have ever had at Sacramento State.’ 

The Hornets’ strong fall start this season was 
highlighted by an outstanding third place finish 
among a field of 22 other West Coast schools in the 
Robertson Homes Invitational followed by a first 
place finish among eight teams in the Santa Clara 
Invitational 

In their first spring tournament on Feb. 27 and 28, 
the Hornets finished fourth overall in a field of 14 at 
the UC Davis Invitational at El Macero Country 
Club despite a poor first 36 holes 

“We did not play very well the first two rounds 
Said Mondine. It was our first action of the spring 
and we may have had some nervousness.” 

The Hornets, however, rebounded strongly the 
following day and posted a sizzling tournament low 
292. Since then the Hornets continued to show im- 


provement as they placed second in their own host 
tournament at RanchoMurieta in an eleven-team 
field. Junior Oliver Vogel felt that despite a second 
place finish, they were not completely satisfied 
with the overall performance 

“We scem to be trying too hard right now,”
